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BURNED AT THE WHARF. 


MIRACULOUS ESCAPE OF ING Pas- 
SENGERS FROM AD FATE. 


The Transfer Steamer Maryland, With the 
Washington Express on Board, Destroyed 
at Port Marys—A Car FP „ Timely 
Discovery and Warnisg@—Men and 
Women Escape in Scanty Attire—The 
Loss, 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disratos,. 

New YORK, December 8.—Upwards of fifty 
lives were in jeopardy in the angexed district, 
shortiy before midnight las night, and in 
fact they only escaped by thébarest miracle 
from a most direful fate. The er Mary- 
land, the transfer boat of the w York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad, t fire at 
11:10 o’ clock, just after she bad made fast to 
ber slip at the railroad wharfas Bort Marys. 
On board of the boat was the Wasmungton ex- 
press, which is transferred every night 
from the Pennsylvania Rallroad yards at 
Jersey Oity by the Maryland to the 
New Haven road, whence it proceeds to 
Boston. The train was made up ot two sleep- 
ers, ope of them uamed the M ta, a pas- 
senger coach and a baggage car. In the two 
sleepers, the porters say, theme were about 
fifty passengers, both men aud Women, all of 
whom were sleeping entirely useonscious of 
the danger that was soon to encompass them. 
When the train was run aboard the Maryland 
at Jersey City, at about 10 o’clock, everything 
was allright. Besiaes the express there were 
several freight cars aboard. As usual, the 
Maryland reached her destination on the Har- 
lem River at ll o’clock with everything snug 
andtaut. After she had made fast the 
porters and train handson the express began 
to make preparations forthe transfer of the 
cars tothe yard. Justasthe locomotive that 
wastodraw the Boston train was backing 
down to the boat preparatory to hooking fast 
to the cars and the few persons iu the passen- 
ger coach who had been arouse@ from their 
nap turned over again onthe uscomfortablie 
seats preparatory to renewing their siumbers, 
the cry of fire rang out from one of the sleep- 
ers. It was a porter from whose lips fell that 
startling utterance and he bad good cause to 
make the outcry forthe oid bost which had 
steamed up aud downthe East Mer was on 
fire and doomed to destruction.

efforts probably not a soul would be alive to 
tell the tale. The half-naked and badly 
scared passengers were hurried up the 
to the passenger station, 
they were cared for by 
the depot hands, 4 far as could be learned 
all of tre sleeping-car passengers made their 
escape. There were, however, rumors that 
several had failed to get out ot the coach 
Magenta in time and had met witha flery 
death. One of the porters whose identity 
could not be learned, but who was variously 
said to answer to the names of Charlie“ and 
„George and iw, was reported to be 
missing. Astothe passengers who were in 
the coach which was not gotten off the boat, 
there isa great uncertainty. None of them 
were seen about the yard and if they did e 
cape, which is much to be doubted, they 
only did so by making their way 
through the fire on the boat and over 
the dock tothe yard. Their number was va- 
riously estimated at from five to ten, but no 
one seemed to know how many there had 
been. As soon as the captain of the Maryland, 
who was still in = - lot-house, discovered 
that bis boat was on fire, be blew his whistle 
furiously for assistance, but tne fire which 
had broken out amidship spread so rapidly 
that de as well as the pilot and engineer and 
deck bands had to abandon the boet and flee 
for their lives. In less than ten minutes after 
the fre was discovered, the boat, which was 
old and therefore very dry, was 
A HUGE MASE OF FLAMES. 
They shot bigh into the air and lizhted up the 
Harlem River and the neighborhood. By mid- 
nigbt the boat was fairly consumed, nothing 
being left of her but the smouldering hull. 
The Fridge to which she was made fast was 
also destroyed. The two sleepers which had 
been gotten off burned right merrily in the 
ard until they were — ay A — brough 
he excitement subsequent to tue discovery of 
the fire it was fully ten minutes before any 
oneeven thought of sending outan alarm. 
Then one of the watchmen in the yard burried 
down to Third avenue and Southern boulevard, 
a distance of nearly a quarter of a mile, and 
sent out an alarm. This broughtthree en- 
gines and a hook and ladder company to the 
scene. They all had to come from a distance, 
and in fact two of the engines came from Har- 
lem. It was about 17:35 before the first com- 
pany arrived. But they could do but little, 
as the nearest pump was about as quarter of a 
mile from the river nt and in addition there 
was ascarcity of water. It was not untila

One 
woman, Mrs. Jennings ot New Orleans, was 
fast asleep.She was dragged from her berth by 
a deck hand, who is unknown, and escaped in 
a night dress and cloak. The baggage car, 
with all the baggage, and the coach sank with 
the boat.

She spent much of the dav in shopping, re- 
turning to her home, No. 3015 Washington av 
enue, late in the afternoon, feeling rather fa- 
tigued by her shofping tour. In the evening 
she drove to the residence of Mrs. A. K. Farrar, 
of No. 8312 Washington avenue, a lifelong 
friend, where a few ladies and gentiemen 
were — gy assembled. Mrs. Emmons 
appeared to befeeling in perfect health and 
her brizhtness and vivacity were the subject 
of general comment.

THE LATE MRS. EMMONS. 
Mrs. Geo. B. Emmons belonged to one of 
the best known familiesin the city. She was 
the daughter of Mr John Davis, whose man- 
sion, situated on the Bellefontaine road, near 
the old Rocky Branch, was fifty years ago one 
of the most prominent social centers in the 
city. She was born in the year 187, 
she entered the Mary Institute, where she at 
ones took a high rank, both in her studies 
and in the affections of her teachers and fel- 
low-students, graduated in 1865 and four years 
afterward married George B. Emmons of 
Boston. Shortiy before the death of her 
father Mr, Emmons assumed control of the 
Pearl Mills, which had long deen 
operated by Mr. Davis, who was one 
of the pioneers in the milling 
industry of &.

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FLYING THE RED FLAG. 


AMERICAN WAR SHIPS PREPARING FOR 
THE TRIP TO HAYTL 


The Steamers Galena, Richmond and Fan- 
tie Loading Up With Powder and Shell— 
Admiral Luce in Command of the EX 
pedition and Eager for War—Enfercing 
American Rights. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisraTcn. 

NEW YorK, December 8.—A big red flag was 
run up on the mdan-of-war Galena at the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard yesterday, and every 
one knew then that her magazine had been 
opened, Alongside of her lay a big red lighter 
which had been towed up from Ellis Isiand by 
the navy tug Catalpa. She was laden with 
powder and shell, and all the afternoon the 
tars worked putting the ammunition on board 
the Galena, and when the sun set the man-of- 
war carried ten tons of powder and many 
steel cases of shot and shell. Early in the 
day the orders were received from Washington 
to prepare the Galena, the Richmond and the 
Yantic for service at sea. Then there was a 
bustie of excitement all through the yard. 
The news spread like wild fire, and shortly 
after 10 Oo clock the office of Admiral Bancroft 
Gherardi, the commandant of the yard, was 
surrounded by naval officers of every rank. 
Admiral Stephen B. Luce, in command of the 
North Atlantic Squadron, wearing a heavy 
regulation overcoat, was on hand, eager for 
war.As soon as be entered Admiral Gherardi's 
office the latter produced Secretary Whit- 
ney’s dispatch, and handing it to the Com- 
mander-in-Chiefsaid: ‘‘Here you are, Luce. 
This means Dusiness. When will you have 
your ship ready for sea?’’ 

Then followed along private conversation 
between the two naval officials. The orders for 
the Galena to be placed in readiness for sea as 
soon as possible had been sent to Admiral 
Gherardi, as the corvette is moored at the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard, thus coming under the 
commandant’s jurisdiction, while the regular 
sailing orders of the ship, giving her destina- 
tion, are addressed to Admiral Luce as Com- 
man der-in-Chief of the squadron. 

LOADING UP. 

A few minutes after Admiral Luce had en- 
tered a special messenger was dispatched 
with a large blue envelope to Commander F. 
W. Sumner, the Captain of the Galena. 
As soon as he had read the contents he di- 


rected his executive officer, Lieut. William H. 
Beader, to get the Galena in readiness with- 
out delay. Her bunkers were already well 
stored with coal and her lockers filled with 
three montha’ supplies of provisions. All 
that remained to be done now was to bend the 
alls and get powder, shell and shot on 
board. The navy yard tug Cataipa, with «a 
gang Ofsailors on board, was at once dis- 
patcbed to Ellis Island, where the powder 
and shot of the navy is stored while the 
vessels are at the station. 
lighter, painted a fler red, was 
found alongside the wharf at Ellis Island, and 
under the direction of an officer the loading of 
the lighter was at once commenced. Capt. 
Sumner then left his ship, which is moored 
alonuside her wharf at the coal dock side of 
the Brooklyn Navy Yard, and joined Admirals 
Gherardi and Luce. 

„Wen will vou be ready for sea, Capt. 
Sumner?“ Admiral Lace asked. 

„It all depends upon where I’m bound for, 
was Capt. Sumner’s reply. 

The orders of the Navy Department stated 
that the Galena should be got in readiness for 
sea as soon as possible, without mention- 
ing her destination, but it was well under- 
stood that she would sail for Port-au-Prince, 
Hayti. It was then decided upon that the 
Galena should weigh anchor and set sail on 
Monday morning and that a dispatch to that 
effect bé sent to Secretary Whitney. 

Inthe meantime every man on the Galena 
was at work. Halyards were rove off and 
sailors ran up and down the rigging, making 
preparations for bending sail, while large 
water whips were secured on the port side 
from each main and foreyard arm for the 
purpose of hoisting the powder tanks and 
shell boxes on board. The firemen and coal- 
beavers primed the ship’s furnaces ready to 
start fires at a moment’s notice, while others 
filled numerous bags of coal and stowed them 
onthe wharf alongside the ship. The coal, 
which is now stowed in the bunkers, is not to 
be used until the ship gets to sea, while the 
bags ars to be stowed onthe spar-deck be- 
tween the guns. The Galena will thus car 
an additional amount of coal on deck, whic 
willbe putintothe coal-bunkers as soon as 
there is room for it there. The Sailors bent 
some of the salle yesterday afternoon, and 
Capt. Sumner ordered that all the new salle be 
used on the coming trip. Later in the day the 
tug Catalpa, with the powder-lighter in tow, 
arrived. All lighte and üres on board were 
extinguished and a large red flag was ds 
played from the fore-royal truck, showin 
thatthe ship’s magazines had been opened

Big Fight en Ticket Commission Business 
New Classification. 


PrrrsBurG, Pa., December 8.—Another big 
fight among the railroads is likely to develop 


regarding the paying of commissions on tick- 
ete. A meeting of the Passenger Department 
of the Central Traffic Association is to be held 
in Chicago next Tuesday, anda the most im- 
portant business to come before the meeting 
is the paying of commissions. There have 
been various rumors afloat about co 
tor months past and these will be investigated.

THE CLEVELAND SHI YARDS BURNED. 


A Heavy Loss—Business Houses Gutted— 
Firemen Injured—Fires. 


CLEVELAND, O., December 8.—Three-quar- 
ters of the large iron ship-building plant of 
the Globe Iron-works, on West River street, 
in this city, was destroyed by fire this morn- 


ing. The burned portion of the shipyard was 
700 feet in length and 50 feet in width, and it 
contained $100,000 worth of valuable machin- 
ery. Besidesthe shop buildings and stock 
consumed b the flames, the office 
was gutted. aluable models and drawings, 
the accumulation of years, wereruined. Four 
large steel vessela in process of construction 
were upon the stocks within a few feet of the 
burning buildings, but the ships were saved 
from damage. The loss is approximately 
fixed at $200,000 and it is probabiy covered by 
insurance. One thousand workmen were em- 
ployed in the ship yards. They will resume 
their work on Monday. The rebuilding of the 
plant will begin as soon as the insurance is 
adjusted. 


A Desiructive Fire. 


NORRISTOWN, Fa., December 8.—A de- 
structive fire occurred last night in North 
Wales, on the line of the North Pennsylvania 
Railroad, about eight miles from Norristown. 
The fire originated in Weaver & Weikel’s 
planing mill, which wasconsumed, as were 
also Swartley Brothers’ feed store and Purcell 
& Shearer’s grocery store, there being no fire 
department in the place. The loss will be 
heavy, butthe extent of it or the amount of 
insurance could not be learned.

THE GAMBLERS IN GLORY 


A DECISION OF JUDGE NOONAN WHICH 
FILLS THEM WITH WILD DELIGHT. 


We More Raids Can Be Made, Because the 
Police Cannot Break Down Barred 
Doors Without Being Punished — The 

 Ohances Are That Gambling-Dens Will 
Soon Be Numerous in the City.

gulity of malicious trespass and fined. The 
detectives broke into the poker room of Sin- 
gleton Cave, over John Scott's saloon, on 
Seventh and Olive streets, about two months 
ago and arrested a party of gamblers who were 
found there. The detectives then returned to 
Scott’s, and when they went up-stairs again 
they found that another game was going on in 
a room occupied by S. I. Case. They broke in 
that door and took the whole party to the 
Four Courts in the patrol wagon. Judge 
Chester H. Krum was one ofthe men in the 
room, but he had only dropped in to see 
Cave, who is hisclient. He began the prose- 
cution of the two detectives who had made the 
raid. The object of the prosecution was to 
test the right of a detective to break into the 
room without a warrant. The trial took place 
on Thursday. 

Judge Noonan instructed the jury that, un- 
der the law, the detectives had no right to 
break down the door unlessthey had war- 
rants for the arrest of persons within, and 
that, ifthey had no such warrants, they were 
guilty of malicious trespass, as charged 
against them. The dgsectives, of course, 
had no warrants, as warrants are never 
sworn out when raids are made. 
The jury returned a sealed verdict 
yesterday morning. They found the detect- 
ives guilty of malicious trespass and they 


were fined $0 each. The attorney for the de- 
fendants moved for a new trial. The result of 
the trial is, of course, arebuke to the officers 
for raiding the place, and virtually declares 
that raids are unlawful because they are made 
without warrant ot law. This is the second 
time that the police authorities have been 
worsted in a tilt with the gamblers who made 
Scott's hotel their headquarters. On a previ- 
ous occasion there was a raidand the tables 
and furniture of the rooms were taken to 
the Four Courts and held. The owners re- 
plevined it in a justice’s court, and the Police 
Commissioners had not only to surrender the 
property, but to pay the costs of court also. 


THE JOHNSON GAMBLING LAW. 

The decision is of the utmost importance 
because it practically nullifies the Johnson 

amdling law. Not that gambling ceases to 

ea lech under that law by virtue of this 
decision, but because it declares that officers 
in raiding a gambling house must be provided 
with a warrant authorizing the raid, and if the 
police must procure awarrant before they 
can enter one of the rooms, there 
is no chance of their ever catching a 
gambler. It would be impossible to 
find anyone to swear out the warrant in the 
first place, and in the next, if the police had a 
witness, before they could get their warrant 
and make the necessary preparations the 
gamblers would all be gone. An officer who 

oes to arrest an offender by force, intending, 
if necessary, to break in doors, must first de- 
mand admission and call upon the offender to 
open the door and give himself up before the 
officer can resort to violence to obtain pos- 
session of his man. So that even if the detect- 
ives had warrants for gamblers and went tothe 
gambiing-houses to arrest them the notice 
they would have to give, and the demand for 
admission would be all the warning they would 
need, and by the time the officers had broken 
the door and gained entrance there would be 
no criminating evidence that they could get 
hold of. The result, therefore, of the de- 
cision, should it hold, would be to practically 
prevent the enforcement of the Johnson law, 
and it would not be long before gambling, in 
all its forms and varieties, would be as com- 
mon in St. Louis as ever it was. 


MR. JAMES L. BLAIR, 
the Vice-President of the Police board, was 
asked what he thought the Police Board would 
do in the matter of suppressing gambling 
since the decision had been rendered. 

„Oh, the case will be appealed,’’ he replied. 
‘*We want to hear what the Court of Appeals 
has to say about that. 

It it should be sustained the Board would 
have to order raiding stopped, wouldn’t it!“ 

„es, of course. With such a ruling as 
Judge Noonan made in this case that it would 
be unlawful to break into a gambling house 
without a warrant. That means that gambling 
will goon. It takes from two to twelve hours 
to get a warrant when you have the informa- 
tion and the witnesses to swear to it. Of 
course the board will do whatever it can to 
keep gambling down, but if we can’t raid the 
houses I don’t see how we can do it. We will 
wait for the appeal, however, and see what 
the Court of Appeals will say. 

MR. FRANK GAIENNIE 
said: I cannot see how we are to 7 — 

ambling if we are not permitted to raid gam- 
bling houses. It is useless to think of swear 
ing out warrants against gamblers before ar - 
resting them. The only way to catch them is 
to raid the houses and catch them in the act. 
The policy of the board has been to raid fre- 

uently and so keep the gambiers moving.

them, away up in the back room of some

demeanor. If, however, a man keeps that 
room as a gambling house and receives a per- 
centage or proceeds of any kind from the 
game, he would de guilty of a 
felony, although the men playing were 
only committing misdemeanors. I suppose 
in that case an officer could break in and stop 
the game. This, however, is merely my 
opinion, and the board will no doubt be gov- 
erned by what City Counsellor Bell has to 
Say. 

Chief Huebler explained to him that in the 
case of Moberly and Kelly the room broken 
into was a regular gambling house, kept 
by Singleton Cave, who lived off 
the proceeds of the game. No 
private games were ever raided by the police, 
their instructions being to raid only profes- 
sional gambling houses. 

CHIEF OF DETECTIVES O’ NEILL 
would have nothing to say on the subject, 
stating that it was a matter with which he was 
not concerned. The Chief of Police and mem- 
bers of the board were the parties who had to 
do with it. 
DETECTIVES MOBERLY AND K§LLY 
say the cases are to be appealed and fought, 
as they understand it, by the department. If 
Judge Noonan’s decision was held to be good, 
it would make it almost impossible to control 
gambling here. If raids can only be made by 
warrant the house would be prepared for 
them, and it was sluw work making 
cases by spies. New men would have to be 
called into use constantly, as the spies would 
soon become known. Both officers state that 
they realized the instructions were very se- 
vere on them, the court refusing to even in- 
struct that by the Johnson lav the keeping of 
a gambling- house was a felony. 
JUDGE NOONAN’S INSTRUCTIONS. 

Aside from the usual stereotyped printed in- 
structions given in all cases in regard to the 
presumption of the defendants’ innocence 
until proven guilty, their being entitled to the 
benefit of a reasonable doubt and the jury be- 
ing the exclusive judges ofthe credibility of 
the testimony ofall witnesses, every instruc- 
tion given by the court was written and offered 
by Judge Krum, special attorney for the pros- 
ecution of the officers. They were as follows: 

The court instructs the jury that although they 
may find from the evidence that persons were play 
ing cards for money or its equivalent in the 
rooms occupied y Cave, and tha 
defendants suspected or had reason 
to believe that such was the fact, yet such fact or 
such belief did not justify the defendants in breaking 
down the door or causing it to be broken down. 

The Court instructs the jury that if they be- 
lieve from the evidence that the defendants 
within the meaning of other instructions herewith 
given broke orinjured the door in question, then 
such breaking or injury was without warrant of law 
and therefore wrongful, and from the fact that the 
act was wronful the jary may infer that it was done 
intentionally and wilfully. 

The Court instructs the jury that in order to bring 
the defendants within the statute it is not necessarv 
to show that they were actuated 
or ill-will against either 
defendant, Cave. It is 
bave shown that the act complained of was done in- 
tentionally, wilfully. wron ly. If the act was 
done intentionally, wilfully and wrongfully the jury 
may infer that it was done maliciously. 

The Court instructs the jury that the offense witb 
which the defendants are charged ia a misdemeanor, 
and that all persons are A in the commission 
ofa misdemeanor. Hence, if the j believe that 
the breaking of the door was done either by the de- 
tendants themselves or by their direction, or by some 
one in their presence and with their approval, the 
defendants are to be regarded as having themselves 
committed the act which is set forth in the com-

ORIGIN OF ORNAMENTS, 


Rings, Necklaces and Bracelets Survive as 
Relics of Barbarism and Servitude, 


Few who bedeck themselves with gold and 
silver ornaments pause to reflect upon the 
original significance of such things, or im- 
agine that they are the relics of the barbar- 
ism of our early history, says the London 
Standard. Yet, undcubtedly, such is the 
The glittering necKlet which the 
nineteenth century lady clasps around her 


neck is only a survival of the old practice of 
placing a metal collar spon a slave as a mark 
of ownership, and the bracelet of the maiden 
and the manacie of the felon have a common 
origin. In the same way rings were once worn 
as a badge of serfdom, but possibly because of 
the ease with which they could be detached 
from the finger and destroyed their use tor the 
purpose was soon abandoned. Among the 
early Jews they were used as a symbol of 
authority. Pharaon placed his ging upon 
the finger of Joseph when be made 
him ruler over Egypt, as a sign 
that he bad invested him with supreme 
power; and King Ahasuerus sealed his grant 
to Mordecai and the Jews with his signet rine, 
saying, ‘‘That which is sealed with the King’s 
seal no man may reverse.“ In medieval 
times the signet — ofa soverei or pow- 
erful nobie was considered sufficient authorit 
and tothe wearer was an open sesame in ati 
places where its owner had influence. Some 
of this signification has been handed down to 
our oon day, and bishops still wear a rin 
upon the third finger of the right band as a 
mark of their episcopal authority. 

Medicated rings, having the supposed pow- 
ere of alieviating or curing disease, can 
traced as far back as the time of Marcus Aure- 
lius. Trollan, a 1 of the fourth oen- 
tury, possessed a signet-ring on which was 
engraved a representation of Hercules strange 
ling the Num@anilion, and which was a cer- 
tain cure forcolic. In our own country Ed 
ward the Confessor was presented with a ring 
which was an unfailing remedy for epilepsy, 
and which was reserved for some 
centuries in Westminster Abbey. In the 
Cathedral at Perugia is still shown a ring 
which is said to be the wedding ring of the 
Virgin Mary, and which has performed so 
many miracies that a book was written on 
them in the seventeenth century. Other mar- 
velous powers besides the curing of diseases 
have been attributed to rings. Otnet, King of 
Lombardy, was the happy possessor of one, 
which would always—no matter where he 
wandered—direct him intothe right path, a 
ring which would be useful in London during 
November fogs, and many juveniles and per- 
haps adults have sighed for the ring of Alad- 
din, which controlled the obedient and oblig- 
ing genii. 

There was aring belonging to Gyges, King 
of Lydia, which has ever been a favorite 
with the Imaginative. It enabled the wearer 
to become invisible at will and to change the 
solid 2 the body for a more elas- 
tio and ethereal Material, to which bolts and 
bars or brick walls offered no obstruction, 
How convenient such a ring would be nowa- 
davs. The much-dunned householder could 
boldty take his morning constitutional with- 
out fear of the tax collector or infuriated 
butcher, and could encounter his most préss- 
ing creditor withouta tremor. The vagaries 
of fashion could be treated with contempt, 
and an impecunious acquaintance or con- 
ceited bore could be avoided with ease. 
W bat an acquisition such a thing would be to 
a gentieman following the ofession ofa 
burglar! It is easy to imagine a dozen uses 
to which a politician could put it, and in 
fact, there are few persons who would not 
find it convenient at timesto be able to make 
themselves absent in the flesh but present in 
the spirit. In the present day rings are almost 
exclusively worn as ornaments, with no 
signification beyond that attached to each— 
with the exception, perhaps of wedding rings. 
These were first introduced by the Jews and 
havea history of theirown. While sharing 
with other rings the common origin, they 
have changed much less in form and meaning. 
First used as a symbol of possession when the 
wife was the slave of the husband, it soon at- 
tained a higher significance, which it has re- 
tained untilnow. Theshape is said to sym- 
bolize eternity and truthfulness, and it was 
placed upon the left hand as a mark of 
the submissiveness of the wife to the hus- 
band, and on the third finger because of a 
supposed direct connection between the vein 
which runs through that finger and the heart, 
a physiological error which can hardly be 
forgiven for the sake ofthe sentiment which 
it suggests. Pliny speaks of wedding — as 
being made ot iron, but Tertullian, writing 
less than two hundred years later, describes 
them as being of gold—the change in metal

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SUPPRESSING VOTES. 

Any suppression of lawful votes,whether 
by terrorism or by false returns, is a blow 
at the very vitals of popular self-govern- 
ment. It is the worst form of treason 
that can be committed against our polit- 
ical system; it is revolt against the funda- 
mental faith of Democracy, and no man 
animated by the spirit of JEFFERSON’s 
teachings can consent to it, connive at it, 
or condone it. Armed rebellion against 
the lawfully ascertained will of the major- 
ity is at least open, manly, courageous, 
and has at least the poor excuse of some 
wide-spread and maddening excitement. 
But there is no admissible excuse for the 
more insidious, cowardly, cold-blooded 
and dangerous crimes against the majesty, 
the freedom and the purity of the ballot- 
box. We care not how soon the flery 
breath of public indignation blasts all 
who try to rule by bribery, forgery or ter- 
rorism in elections. 

But it does not follow that we should 
take much stock in the outcry which some 
of the Republican organs are raising 
about the alleged suppression of the 
colored vote in the Cotton States. They 
are parading tables showing the large 
majorities obtained there by the Demo- 
crats on greatly diminished totals of the 
popular vote. The figures show that only 
a very small fraction of the negroes voted, 
and that avery large part of the white 
ters, seeing that the election was left 
entirely to them, did not take the trouble 
to vote. Ifthese figures prove any vote 
suppression atali, they prove that votes 
were suppressed on both sides, and that 
the Republican plan of campaign is chief- 
ly responsible for the result. , 

Avowedly from the beginning, the Re- 
publican plan of campaign conceded those 
States to the Democrats, discouraged any 
contest on the part of the local Republic- 
ans, sent no money or speakers there, and 
actually inculcated the idea that the best 
service colored voters could render the 
Republican party in the Cotton States was 
by not voting at all, and thus making an 
apparent basis for this cry of vote sup- 
pression. A similar policy would have 
suppressed“ as many votes in Missouri, 
Kentucky and the Virginias, but as it was 
not applied to them there was no ‘‘sup- 
pression” in them. The means used to 
bring out the Republican vote in Missouri 
gave them an increase which astonished 
even themselves. When they use the 
same means in the Cotton States, instead 
of suppressing their own vote there for 
political effect, they will have some color 
of right to accuse the other party of sup- 
pressing it. Just now there seems to be 
too much reason for suspecting that a 
prearranged plan for contesting and 
stealing a number of seats in Congress 
and reviving the animosities of sectional 
strife is at the bottom of this suppressed 
Southern vote and of the outcry about it.

streets presented to him by the citizens, with- 
out the intervention of the Street Commis- 
sioner. 

The disgusting filthy, dirty and dusty con- 
dition ofthe granite streets, entailing great 
loss to the fine stocks of holiday goods in the 
stores, is attributable entirely to the fact that 
those streets have not been property — 
The people want to know and will eternally 
remember those who are responsible for this 
condition of ourstreets. It is not alone ab- 
solutely disgraceful, but it is damaging the 
stocks of goods of our heaviest tax-payers 
and the clothing of the entire community. By 
what prerogative do those gentlemen assume 
the right to Wu: with our welfare, with our 
comfort ana‘with our pocket-books? When a 
man has assumed a trust for the people and 
he fails to fully comply with that trust, in all 
fairness he should step down and out. Ifthe 
people andthe tax-payers will unite we will 
organize a sweepin brigade at the April 
election, which will be more effective in 
sweeping off the political demagogues than 
the past hand-sweeping of the streets has 
been in the way of sweeping off the dirt. 

By suspending the ruies and holding extra 
sessions it inay be possible to railroad the 
street sprinkling ordinance through the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly before the holiday recess. If 
not the streets that were not sprinkled last 
year will not be sprinkled this year. If eve 
thing goes favorably for the passage * this 
ordinance in the ‘‘eleventh bour,’’ the mem- 
bers of the Municipal Assembly will not be ac- 
corded sufficient time for deliberate considera- 
tion ofa subject of such importance to the 
general pubiic. The last spriakling ordinance 
was passed with arush, and there are man 
defects in it, which cannot now be amend 
on account of this delay. After the approval 
of the ordinance the Street Commissioner will 
be forced to prepare new specifications. The 
time left for thie is short, as the lettings of the 
contracts must be made on the first Monday in 
January. How long do the people 
of St. Louis intend to submit to this Eialng 
with their best interests? There is but one 
remedy for this, and tnat isto absolutely dis- 
card all political considerations in elections 
for city officials and legislators. 

Many people thought it unnecessary, in fact, 
a useless waste of time and money, to provide 
for municipal A by a charter amend- 
ment. The arter umendinent, together 
with the first 8 ositively fixes the 
sprinkling of 270 miles our streets. This 
much we will have tty the ensuing year, 
whether the present ordinance adding more 
streets is passed or not. In the light of the 
yon uncertainty of municipal ie tion, 

t must be conceded that the adoption Of the 
charter amendment was not ill-advised.

THE SCHOOL BOARD TO DISPOSE OF CON- 
SIDERABLE VALUABLE PROPERTY. 


Bids for the Polytechnic to Be Received 
Monday—the Benton School Property 
Advertised—The Scholars to Be Trans- 
ferred to the High School on Fifteenth 
and Olive—What the Sales Mean. 


HE Lands and Leasing 
Committee of the School 
Board has decided to 
advertise for bids for the 
Benton School property, 
on Ninth and Locust 
streets. This action has 
been contemplated for 
some time and the sale 
is but one of a series 
which the board pro- 
poses to make. The 
first of the series was the 
ale of the old Polytech- 
nic Buliding,on Seventh 
and Chestnut streets, 
which was advertised 
recently, and bids ior 
which are expected to 
be all in on Monday. As 
it wa- suggested by President Judson in bis 
annual report thatthe way in which money 
could be raised fora new High School buiid- 
ing would be by the sale of certain school 
property which could be disposed of to ad- 
vantage and without detriment to the schools, 
a Post-DisPaTCH reporter attempted to ascer- 
tain this morning whether it was in pursuance 
of this plan that the sale of the Polytechnic 
and Benton properties was being made. If 
such Is the intention of the members they will 
not openly avow it, and some positively deny 
that the sales are to be made with that idea. 

Mr. William Koenig, a member of the Lands 
and Leasing Committee, was seen this morn- 
ing and said: 

„The word High school was not, I believe, 
mentioned once in the meeting Thursday 
evening. 80 you see the sale of the Benton 
property is entirely independent of any plan 
to raise money to build a new High School. 
The sale was simply considered advisable on 
business principles. 

THE PROPERTY 
is worth a great deal of money, and the loca- 
tion ie not desirable any longer for a echool. 
We have been asked time and time again what 
we would take for it, but it was the opinion of 
the committee that it would not be exactly 
proper for us to fixaprice on it, and it was 
decided to advertise for bids.’’ 

„What is the estimated value of the prop- 
erty?’’ 

It has been variously estimated at from 
$80,000 to $150,000. It will certainly bring 
enough to erect two good school buildings.’’ 

„Is it the intention to use it in that way? 

No, Ithink not. Very probabiy one new 
building will be erected farther west when the 
necessity arises for it, but for the present the 
scholars who attend the Benton School vill be 
provided for elsewhere. 

„Where?“ 

I believe it is contemplated removing them 
to the High School on Fifteenth and Olive 
streets, and transferring a number of the 
pupils there to the Foster Academy buliding. 


You know we bave a whole floor in the Foster 
building which is not used at all. 

‘*‘When the Polytechnic is sold and the trans 
fer of the school now held tuere made neces- 
sary, will there be room for those 
scholars also in the Foster bvuiiding?’’ 

„Well, Iguess not, but however when we 
reach that point we will find a way out of the 
dilemma. The plan tor the dispositionof the 
Benton schoo! children is a good one for the 
present, and there ls no reason why it should

There are some 
who declare that such is the case, and when 
by N the buildings at present used by 
the Hieb Schools, the necessity of more room 
is demonstrated, it will be advised that the 
requisite amount over that which will be then 
accumulated, be procured by the sale of other 
schoo! buildings, which can, it is said, be done 
away with without inconvenience.

THROWN IN WITH DOGS 


WILLIE MAIERS BRUTALLY TREATED BY 
THE DOG-CATCHERS, 


His Mind Shattered by a Terrible Experience 
~The Awful Story as It Is Toid by His 
Mother—Fiendish Conduct of the City 
Marshal's Men—A Police Investigation 


NFORMATION was 
given by Mrs. Marga- 
ret Malers yesterday 
to Chief Huedbler of the 
brutal treatment re- 
ceived by her son, 
Willie, atthe hands of 
dog catchers October 
13. The case is now 
under investigation. 
The story told by the mother is as follows: 
Willie was returning home from  sehool 
with bis brother on the after- 
noon of the day mentioned when he 
met the dog catchers at Eleventh 
and O'Fallon streets. The dog catchers 
were trying to catch « dog, and boys from the 
neighborhood stoned them. The dogs es- 
caped,and the men turned upon the boys, 
who scattered in all directions. Willie Malers 
ran away aleo and was pursued by one of the 
men, who caught him on O' Fallon street, be- 
tween Ninth and O' Fallon streets. The man 
threw the wire noose they carry for dog- 
catching about the boy’s neck and 
DRAGGED HIM 8SCREAMING 
with fright tothe wagon. Willie was thrown 
into the wagon, where there were a num- 
ber of dogs. He was carried three 
blocks in spite of the protests of two women, 
Mrs. French and Mre. MeGinnis, who live in 
the vicinity and saw the affair. They tried to 
get the boy out of the wagon, but the dog- 
catchers held bim in. The women pursned 
the wagon and when the brutes threw the 
boy out they took him to their home, com- 
forted him, washed away the filth of the dog 
ny and then, as he seemed to be all right, 
let him go. He reached home soon after suf- 
fering terribly frm the shock. 
THE MARK OF THE WIRE 
was visibie about his neck. He was put to 
bed suffering from a nervous chill, and the 
next day was no better. On the sixteenth he 
became quite ill and unable to control his 
limbs, and on the twentieth he had a fit. 
Since that date he has bad a fit every day, 
and shows signs of increasing dementia. 
When the fits are on he insists on having 
something to bite and barks continually. 
MRS. MAIBRS SAYS 
she complained t the City Marshal, who has 
charge of the dog catchers, but got no satis- 
faction. Yesterday she brought the matter 
to Chief Huebler’s attention and Capt. Boyd 
was instructed to have the matter investi- 
gated. Acting Sergeant Johnson was in- 
structed by Capt. Boydto undertake the in- 
vestigation.

MARSHAL NEISER 
had not put in ao app: arance at bis office. 
Al Hercules, his Chief Deputy, did not know 
what was keeping him away, as it was 
Mr. Neiser’s custom to spend some time at 
the office every day.

80 far as 1 know it was never 
called to the attention of this office, 
at leust I do not remember having beard any 
one speak of it. Only one dog-catcher's wa- 
gon is run, so that if the boy had any trouble 
with any of our dog-catchers it must be the 
men on that waxon. I do not know what Mr. 
Nelser is doing in the matter; he may be out 
on the case to-day, for aught I know to the 
contrary.’’

“BKADSTE EET’S’’ REPORT. 


Review of the Leading Markets and Situation 
in Financialand Manufacturing Circles. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPAaTOR. 

NEw YorK, December 8.—Special telegrams 
to Bradstreet’s from the more important trade 
centers indicate that at a numberof them the 
«customary holiday season's quiet affects the 
larger wholesale interests, notably at Omaha, 
Sioux City and Kansas City ip dry goods, 
clothing, boots and shoes.

THE POLICEMAN’S BILLY. 


ORIGIN AND HISTORY OF THIS WEAPON OF 
DEFENSE. 


Its Growth Traced in the Boston Department 
— The Police of Other American Cities 
Equipped in Much the Same Manner as 
Our Own—Arms of Leading Eurepean 
Foroes. 


From the Boston Herald. 

It was necessary to club the prisoner al- 
most into a state of Insensibility before le 
could be taken to the station house. This 
statement used to appear frequently in items of 
police news, and it well showed the ‘‘per- 
suasive power“ ofa billy in the hands of a 
stalwart officer. The introduction of the 
patrol boxes and wagons in Boston has done 
away with the necessity of so vigorous a use 
the policeman’s principal arm of defense, 
but it is still carried by the officers while 
on duty, and they frequently have occa- 
sion to rely upon its ald. It is an excellent 
example of the adaptation of means to an 
end, and all malefactors hold it in wholesome 
respect. It is made to hurt, and the man who 
wields itknows how to make it do the great- 
est amount of execution of which it is capable. 
The policeman’s billy, as we know it to-day, 
is the result of a growth which may be traced 
in the history of the watch and police de- 
partment of Boston, for the weapons that 
were given the watchmen and policemen ad- 
vanced in efficacy with the development of 
the departments. So by following the history 
of the organizations for protecting life and 


property in this city, one may find out some- 
thing about the origin of the billy and the 
staves it has passed through in reaching its 
present form. 

The beginning of the Boston Police Depart- 
ment dates from July 2%, 1631, when six watch- 
men and an officer were appointed to patrol 
the streets all night. Thus the colonists be- 
gan to provide tor their safety and the pres- 
ervation of good order almost from the time 
of the settlement of thetown. There is no 
record of the arms carried by the watchmen, 
but, judging from the manners and customs 
of the time, itis reasonable to suppose that 
they were provided with canes or staves 

NEARLY AS TALL AS THEMSELVES. 

Undoubtedly, a great deal was left to indi- 
vidual preferences. In 1635 it was agreed that 
citizens should take turns in patrolling the 
streets at night, and, according to Drake's 
History, by avote at a town meeting held 
the following year. upon pryvate warn- 
ing.“ the department was permanently 
established according to this arrauge- 
ment. Watch houses were Dbui't in different 
parts of the town, and from another authority 
one can getan idea of the manner in which 
the watchmen performed their duty. It was 
said that, muffied up in great coats, they 
sought their posts, and, after patrolling the 
streets ussigned to them two or three times, 
retired to the watch housesand passed the 
rest of the time when they were supposed to 
be guarding their fellow-citizens in slumber. 
It seems that the hours of duty were not fixed 
for a number of years, for in ol t was voted 
that the watchmen sbould be on their districts 
from 10 p. m. until daylight between March 10 
and September 10, and from 9p. m. until 8a. 
m. during the other half ofthe year. It was 
also provided that they must carry watch 
hooks with bills, forbear to use a bell, and 
that they must not smoke tobacco while going 
their roands. From this it would appear that 
the watchmen had been in the habit of ringing 
bells as they walked, perhaps to warn evil 
doers to get outef the way and not give the 
valiant protectors of the town trouble. 

The hook with a bill is the first weapon in- 
tended for policemen or watchmen of which 
we have any record. It consisted, at first, of 
a staff about four or five feet long, upon the 
end of which was an iron arrangement shaped 
something like a boat- hook. There was a 
flatened tron spike about four inches long, 
and on the side of this there was a hook form- 
inga half circie of the diamet r of about 
three inches. With the spike the watchman 
could prod arefractory prisoner along, and 
with the hook he could reach after and catch 
him if he tried to run away. But the stuff was 
so long as to be unwieldy, and it was gradual- 
ly shortened until ite length was only about 
eighteen or twenty Inches. At first it was car- 
ried iu the hand and used as a cane, but after 
it had grown smaller the officers found that 
they could pass the hook through the arm- 
hole of the vest, and in that way

for other purposes. This manner of carrying 
the hook and bill wus quite general in the de- 
partment. The weapon continued in use, even 
after the organization of the Police Depart- 
ment, until April 23, 1855. The men found that 
the thief catcher andiprodder were not of much 
use, and long before the date menti ned had 
got into the habitof grasping the staff at the 
end where the iron was, and using the wooden 
part asaciub; so, at that time, the billy, in 
shape and size very similar to that used to-day, 
was adopted. 

In 1785, probably to do away with the habit 
of sleeping at their posts alluded to above, it 
was declured thatthe watchman should, ‘‘in 
am: derate tone, cry thetime of night and 
vive an account of the state of the weather as 
they walked their rounds after ll o’clock, and 
this practice was kept up for neurly 100 Years, 
being done away with in 1821. The rattie wus 
added to the watchman’s equipment in 1798, 
and at the same time they were ordered to cry 
alarms of fire. The rattle remained in use un- 
tit 1868, when it was discarded, because it was 
cumbersome, and it was also found that a 
sharp tapping with the clubonthe pavement 
ora lamp-post was sufficient warning that a 
policeman neede i assistance. - 

The watch continued in existence until 1854. 
A law providing forthe creation of a police 
department was passed in 1830, and a small 
force for night duty was appointed in 1846. 
From that time until May 26, 1854, both de- 
partments werein existence. On that date 
they were united, a law for that purpose hav- 
ing been passed during the 8282 year, and 
the combined force consisted of 250 men. 
None of the men were discharged. The watch- 
men were simply made policemen, and all 
were ruled by the same authorities. The 
equipments were not changed, and about the 
only difference that resulted from the move- 
ment was the formation of a more thorough 
organization. Butsoon the tide of progress 
reached the Boston Police Department, and a 
badge printed on a piece of ribbon was 
adopted. The ribbon, after a short time, gave 
way toa metal plate, and this, with various 
changes in ite form and size and in the letter- 
ing upon it, has continued in use until the 
present day. The first uniforms worn by Bus- 
ton policemen were donned in 1858, and the 
long club and belt came into use on June 2, 
1863. | 


THE SHORT CLUB, 
which was carried in the hand, had been 
adopted, as noted above, eight years before. 
One mounted policeman was appointed to 

atrol the Milldam in 1878, and a year later 2 
— were purchased by the department for 
patroi duty. Thusthe policemen were armed 
and equipped very much as they are to-day 
when the reorganization under the Police 
Commission took place, October 21, 1878. Be- 
fore this time there wasa period when the 
policemen carried canes, und probably some 
of the older men now living can remem 
when the tingling rattan in the hands of a 
stalwart ‘‘blue coat’’ curled around their legs 
when they got caught in some boyish scrapes. 
But the officers were not satisfied with rat- 
tans, and the canes kept growing larger and 
heavier, until they were so clumsy and so 
much in the way that they were done away 
with. They are still used, however, in some 
cities in this country. 

When the Metropolitan Police Board came

It is heavy enough to accom- 
plish the desired results, and much more 
convenient to handle. A policeman can use 
it wherever he can get his hand, and it is m- 
ssible to get close enough to him to avoida 
low from it. The long ciub will, perbaps, 
domore execation where there is room 
— lah ci it, but it is more liable to be 
roken. 


Mounted officers are armed like those on 
foot, but they carry the long clubin a socket 
on the front of the saddle, instead ofin a belt. 
The twisters form a most important part of 
a policeman’s outfit. With them he can in- 
flict the most exeruciating pain, and can 
easily go So far as to dislocate a man’s wrist. 
The most refractory prisoner will — 
yield when the twisters are applied. he re-

AS A LAST RESORT, 

to be used when all other means of defense 
have failed. N 

The police of the other cities in this country 
are armed in substantially the same manner 
as those in Boston. In several cities, how- 
ever, the cane, long since discarded bere, is 
still in vogue. The New York night police- 
men cafry a very longa, heavy locust club, but 
the day men carry billies like those used here. 
In Chicago, sinee the riots, the police have 
been provided with gatling guns for use in 
suppressing similar disturbances. 


Many attempts have been made to improve 
on the plain wooden billy, but they have not 
been received with much favor by the police. 
One invention consisted of a steel spring cov- 
ered with heavy sole feather, which it was 
supposed would be unbreakable, but this has 
been used in but very few cities. Some time 
ago all the Sergeants in Boston were given a 
club containing a small oil torch in the 
handle, which could be gotat by unscrewing 
acap. If these proved satisfactory they were 
to be ordered for the whole department; but 
they were soon discarded. These are but ex- 
amples of the many attempts made by Ameri- 
can inventors to make something better than 
the plain club, which still remains the prin- 
cipal dependence of the policemen of the 
United States. 

The Canadian police are armed much like 
our own, but they are required to wear frock 
coats all the time, and to keepthem buttoned 
up like a soldier on parade. Not so much re- 
gare is paid to the comfort of the men as 

ere. 

In the City of Mexico the officers carry a 
very large revolverand acinb like the small 
one with which we are familiar herein Bos- 
ton. They also carry lanterns when on night 
duty. These they set down in the middle of 
the street and then they stand on the sidewalk 
and watch them. The streets after nightfall 
present a most peculiar appearance, with tha 
dots of light extending their entire length. In 
spite of this strange custom, the police of the 
City of Mexico forma very efficient body of 


men. 

The London ‘‘bobby’’ looks very much like 
an American ‘‘cop.’’ He wears a helmet and 
a blue uniform very much like those of a Bos- 
ton policemaa, and he carries a — but he 
alls it a truncheon. This is the only weapon 
he is allowed to use. Until recently the 
truncheon was 

A VERY HEAVY, CLUMSY AFFAIR, 

and it was kept in a socket made of sole 
leather. A little more than a year ago the 
case was done away with andthe truncheon 
is now carried n aside pocket. The size of 
the weapon, which is of bard cocas wood, was 
also reduced. The idea of the change was 
probably borrowed from America, and the 
fact that the policemen are very much pleased 
with the present form may be taken as evi- 
dence that the officers of this country know 
what is needed in dealing with criminals. 

It may not be generally known that London 
is divided into two police jurisdictions. In 
the city proper there is a force of 830 men, 
under the authority of the Mayor and Alder- 
men. This force was organized in 1839. The 
metropolitan police superseded he night 
watch in 1830. It covers all the parishes with- 
in fifteen miles of Charing Cross except tha 
old city, Its officers are responsible to the 
home #ecretarv. The authorized strength of 
this force is 14,081, and it contains about 11. 
000 men. The equipment of the two forces is 
nimost the same. A surprising thing is tho 
large number of Irishmen among the London 
police, and they are said to be the best men in 
the two forces. 

Whatever the 31 of Americans may 
think of the work done by the royal Iris 
— — Lo they must admit that it is a 
magnificently organized and trained body of 
They are on a military footing and live 
in barracks. Their @uties also partake of 
the nature of both militia and policemen. 
They are often called upon to fight in large 
bodies, like saldicrs. The men on patrol duty 
in the country districts are mounted. Theg. 
carry carbines; 

The police on the continent of Europe re- 
semble in appearance those of England and 
America but little. They are organized and 
armed like soluiers. In Faris the guardlant 
ofthe peace, or municipal police, carry 4 
short, heavy sword, very much like thas 
formerly used y our artillerymen. The 
sword of the gendarmes is larger and of a lit- 
tle different pattern. These ure of no use in 
making an arrest, but the police do not hest- 
tate to use them in defending themselves from 
attacks. bey have twisters for handling 
refractory prison: rs. The gendarmes are the 
Government police, and do only court duty in 
Paris, but the or ization furnishes the 
a all over country outside of the 
capital. 

The arms of the police of Berlin, St. Peters- 
burg and Vienna do not differ materially from 
those used in Paris. The members of the 
forces carry swords and revolvers. Berlin, 
before the nigation of the German em- 
pire; had but 1,100 day patrolmen, and at night 

~ THERE WERE ONLY WATCHMEN,

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AUGER-HOLES IN THE DAUNTLESS. 


Dastardly Attempt to Disable the Yacht in 
the Great Race. 


New Tonk. December 8.—The great trans- 
Atlantic yacht-race between the keel schoon- 
ers Coronet and Dauntless has now passed 
into history, and that famous ocean fight dur- 
ing that memorable March now lives only in 
the memory of our gallant yachtsmen. Even 
at this late date, however, starting facts have 
leaked out that throw an entirely new light 
upon a victory thatcommanded the admiration 


ofthe world and again taught our friends 
across the water that American seamen were 
svmething more than fair weather sallors. 
When the copper sheathing ofthe Dauntless 
was stripped of last summer, for the first 
time since ber defeat in March, 1887, at auger 
hole, one inch in diameter, was is- 
covered on each side of the stem. 
Whether these holes were the result 
of carelessness or the intentional 
malice of some inhuman enemy will probably 
remain a mystery. But the cold fact exists 
that the Dauntless crossed the Atlantic with 
two one-inch holes in the most vital part of 
her hull, and yet lived through a series of 
the severest gales ever experienced 
by any small eraft. In the model 
room of the New York Yacht Club yesterday 
the great race was sailed again as veteran 
Capt, Samuels waxed warm and related the 
thrilling situations of the unfortunate Daunt- 
less. The fearless skipper of the Dreadnauxht 
does not seem to have lost any faith in the 
staunch schooner that he sailed across the 
stormy Atlantic almost on her beam ends. 

Beat the Coronet?’’ said he. Why, the 
old Dauntiess can do it now under the ruies of 
the New York or any other yacht ciub.’’ 

Wat is your opinion, Captain, of the re- 
cent discoveries in the Dauntiess’ bow?’’ 

‘*When the Coronet sailed into Queenstown 
harbor, thirty hours abead of us, I congratu- 
lated her on the great victory and attempted 
to malse no excuse. I always felt, however, 
that it was a mystery, and the cause the 
Dauntiess’ sudden leak directly after crossing 
the bar was beyond my comprehension.’’ 

Then you believe that ioul — was evi- 
dently intended, and that the borings found 
last summer in the Dauntless stem were not 
the result of carelessness?’’ 

There is not a doubt in my mind now but 
those holes were bored with the intention of 
disabling the Dauntless, for had they been 
made for the purpose of rebolting we could 
easily have seen them from the outside. Who- 
ever committed the dastardly act must have 
concealed himself in the forepeak while we 
were on the dry dock and worked from in out. 
Moreover, he must have been a very skiliful 
man, for the distance to the water line was 
calculated to such a degree of delicacy that 
the holes, being invisible on the copper sur- 
fuce, caused no leak as long as we remained 
at anchor orsailed in smooth water. The mo- 
ment we drove her, however, and her bead 
was at all buried in the sea the pumps had to 
be worked every fifteen minutes in order to 
keep afloat.’’

The Safety“ the Coming Wheel. 


A well-known wheelman, who recently 
spent some time in Europe, made a close 
study of oyeles and cycling interests, and 
gives itas his opinion that the days of big 


wheels are numbered, as not only in England. 
but ä — France and Germany as well, 
the small wheeled safeties predominate. 
And, said be, *‘I don’t see any cause to 
wonder at the change, when the fact is taken 
into consideration that, no matter how good or 
careful a rider one may be, there is an 
element of danger, or at icastarisk attached 
to the riding of a high machine. With the 
small wheels we reach the minimum, and we 
may liken the chance of an accident to that of 
a man slipping on a piece of orange peel 
while walking. They dre not done improving 
the safeties, for they are as yet comparatively 
new, andliook for them to supersede the 
tricycle as well as the large-wheeiled bicycie.

Tue ladies’ bicycles referred to are very 
popular in England and are rapidly taking the 

lace of the tricycles among the fair sex. 
Tue have been introduced in this country 
during the last year, and in Washington and 
Brooklyn are immensely popular.
